HINTS ON THE LIVER DISEASE. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
frish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 

The term liver disease, as commonly used, 
very inclusive. It may simply mean a 

uggish condition of that organ due to 
errors in feeding, and easily dealt with, 
or one of the various forms of congestion. 
which are more serious. But as tuber 
culosis frequently attacks the liver, it is 
often referred to as liver disease, and as 
affections of this nature are very common 
among poultry, it is well to know some 
thing about the symptoms, so that 
remedies for the earlier stages may be 
used in time, or drastic measures taken 
with the most serious cases to prevent 
infection. 

A correspondent wrote to us with reference 
to some disease that was carrying off the 
fowls, so that half the flock had died. The 
chief symptom described—white spots on 
the liver—pointed to an attack of tuber- 
culosis. When this occurs it is nec essary 
to take very immediate measures to clear 
the disease out of the yard, as cure is not 
possible, and, therefore, everyone should 
be aware of this, which is most insidious 
in its attacks.

ACTION AGAINST 
LAND TRUST. 


‘MOTION TO STAY 
PROCEEDINGS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON. 

An application was made on behalf of the 
Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust for an 
order to strike out the statement of claim in 
the action which has been brought against 
them and the Attorney-General of the Irish 
Free State by Robert Legett, John Connor, 

Joseph McCann, Richard Healy, John 

Masterson. Michael Kelly, Peter Markey, 
Robert George Butler xo Hubert McGowan, 
all of Killester, on behalf of them- 
selves and all other ex-Service men holding. 
cottages under the trusts of the Land Trust 
Powers Act, 1923, and the Irish Free State 
(Consequential Provisions) Act, 1922, and on 
behalf of their own dependants and the de- 
pendants of all other the said ex-Service men. 
The application, which also asked that all 
further proceedings in the action might be 
stayed or dismissed, was made on the ground, 
as submitted by the Trust, that the statement 
of claim disclosed no reasonable cause of 
action. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., who, with Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald, K.C., and Mr. Ignatius J. Kelly (in- 
structed by Mr, P. Coll, Treasury Solicitor in 
Ireland) appeared for the Trust, said that 
this was a curious form of action. The plain 

tiffs purported to represent themselves and 
all other ex-Service men holding cottages, and 
the action was brought against the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust, which was 
a body corporate. He knew of no right in 
these plaintiffs to bring such an action as this, 
unless where the Court had specifically made 
an order appointing certain persons to repre- 
sent a large number. The plaintiffs were 
suing, but not as representing the whole of 
the class of ex-Service men: they were suing as 
representing such ex-Service men as had in 
fact got cottages. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Then that is a class, 
and a number have joined together for the 
purpose of bringing the action, and are suing 
on behalf of themselves and others. Is not 
that a representative action: does not that 
define fairly clearly what the class is? 

THE MAIN CLAIM. 

Mr. Overend—They make it clear that they 
seek to represent certain people who have got 
certain benefits, and your lordship will see 
why, because the main claim is that they 
hold in perpetuity, rent-free, and it is the 
people who are in the cottages that are 
anxious to stay on there without payment of 
rent, to the exclusion of those who have not 
got. cottages. The claim they make is that 
all these ex-Service men are entitled 
to these cottages in perpetuity, rent free, and 
one of their claims is that the cottages 
should have been settled on the ex-Service 
men and their families. I think that is the 
meaning of it. 

Counsel read the statement of claim, in 
which, in addition to declarations asked, and 
inquiries claimed, six of the plaintiffs sought 
an injunction to restrain the defendants 
from ejecting them from cottages held by 
them, or taking proceedings against them in 
the District Court with a view to ejectment; 
and, if necessary, a declaration that such a 
question of title and claim of right had been 
raised in good faith by the plaintiffs as to 
oust the jurisdiction of the District Court in 
any such proceedings. 

he claim for the injunction, said counsel, 
was the real meaning of the action. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he pre- 
sumed that ejectment decrees had been got. 

Mr. Owverend—Yes; for non-payment of 
rent, and they seek to prevent the defen- 
dants from executing these decrees 

THE BRITISH TREASURY. 

The whole of the relief there sought, said 
counsel, was based upon an entire miscon- 
ception of the position. The plaintiffs had 
assumed that the defendants, a body cor- 
porate, had received an enormous sum of 
money for certain beneficiaries named or ascer- 
tained, whom the plaintiffs represented, and 
were bound to apply it for them and them 
alone. The true position was that. the 
British Government allowed certain public 
money belonging to the British Go- 
vernment to be made use of for the purpose 
of providing cottages on terms which were 
intended to cover expense; that there was a 
clear resulting trust of the entire capital for 
the British Parliament; and that, so far 
from there being any trust for the plaintiffs, 
all that was to be done in relation to thte 
matter was left to the sole discretion of the 
British Treasury. The British Treasury 
were the masters of the situation; it was to 
them that the defendant body must account, 
and no step in any matter could be taken 
otherwise than with the approval of the 
British Treasury. 

Counsel referred to the Irish Land Pro- 
vision for Sailors and Soldiers Act of 1919, 
which was passed to facilitate the provision 
of land in Ireland for men who had served 
in the naval and military forces of the 
Crown in the Great War, and said that 
advances were to be made under the Land 
Purchase Act to the men who served in 
the forces,. on satisfying the Estates Com- 
missioners of their fitness and suitability, as 
if they were tenants of land. That section 
related only to land, and it was not necessary 
to ascertain the person for whom the Act 
was passed. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the Land 
Acts had done a great deal, but this pro- 
vision put the cap on it all. 

AN ENABLING SECTION. 

Mr. Overend pointed out that Section 4 
(1) of the Act was simply an enabling 
section. It merely conferred power on the 
Local Government Board to make and carry 
out schemes for the provision of cottages, 
not for ex-Servicemen, but for the accom- 
modation of men who had served as afore- 
said. That made it perfectly clear that it 
was intended only to provide for the housing 
of particular individuals while they were 
there to be accommodated. Under the Act 
of 1919 the Local Government Board were 
empowered to make schemes, but that power 
could not be exercised without the consent 
of the Treasury, because not one farthing 
could be procured for the carrying out of 
the scheme unless the Treasury so directed. 
All money that came from these cottages 
by way of rent or proceeds of sale was paid 
back into the British Exchequer. In other 
words, Parliament merely allowed the Local 
Government Board, with the consent of the 
Treasury, to put its hand into Parliament s 
pocket, so to speak, for the purpose of 
providing these cottages, and every penny 
profit had to go back into the same pocket 


again. 

“When the Treaty was signed and the 
Constitution was passed it was necessary to 
make further provision and the Consequential 
Provisions Act was passed in 1922. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—In the 
what happened ? 

Mr. Overend said that the Local 
ment Board made provision for carry- 
ing out the cottage schemes, one 
of which was Killester. Subsequent 
to the signing of the Treatv there was 
legislation in regard to the cottages and plots, 
and his clients were incorporated. The Trust 
was referred to as a body corporate, and the 
accommodation was to be provided as lone 
as the men needed houses. The money paid 
to the Trust hy the British Treasury was a 
sum not exceeding £1,500,000, and the sum so 
received was to he applied by the Trust for 
the purpose for which it was sanctioned. 

Mr. Justice Johnston — How much was

enforceable trust disclosed in the stateméut o 
claim which the plaintiffs could seek™to 
enforce in a court of chancery. There was 
nothing in the statement of claim, he sub- 
mitted, which disclosed any cause of action 
whatever. All this, he said, was solely a 
matter for the British ‘Treasury, to whom the 
Trust was accountable, and to whom alone 
the Trust was accountable. 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked was there 
any claim corresponding to this in Northern 
Ireland. 

Mr. Overend—Not vet. 

AN ENGLISH BODY. 

In the statement of claim, said counsel, 
the plaintiffs stated that the headquarters 
of the Trust were in Dublin, while actually 
they were in London. The Trust was an 
English body corporate, and the regulations 
governing it were under British Statute law, 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked was not the 
definition of ‘‘endowment”’ the pivot on 
which all this application turned. 

Mr. Overend said that it was. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Would it not be 
a useful thing to serve notice of this on 
the British Treasury? 

Mr. Overend said that would be a matter 
for the plaintiffs, but the plaintiffs did not 
attempt to join the British Treasury as 
defendants. To be successful in opposing this 
motion they must establish that they had 
a right in this as beneficiaries as against 
his clients as Trustee. 

Counsel cited several cases in support of 
his argument, and had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

THE ISSUES IN THE ACTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The view of the Attorney-General was 
heard regarding the issues in the action of 
the Governors of the Erasmus Smith Schools 
against the Attorney-General and a number 
of “ special defendants,’’ in which an appli- 
cation had been made by Mr. Dickie, K.C., 
on behalf of the Rev. James Moody, William 
Doran and. Alexander 8S. Anderson, all re- 
presentatives of the Presbyterian congrega~ 
tion in Dundalk, to have their names added! 
as defendants to represent the Presbyteriaa 
interests. ; 
The plaintiffs claim a declaration that th 
charity with which the trust deals is of aia 
exclusively Protestant character, and the 
Attorney-General and the “ special defen«l- 
ants’’ counter-claim a declaration that tie 
paramount object of the trust is educational 
and not religious, and ask to have a scheme 

settled. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S VIEW. 

Mr. Rice, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
O’Hanlon and Robinson), who attended on 
behalf of the Attorney-General, said that the 
Attorney-Gene?ral represented every possilvle 
interest in the matter, and could not consent 
te any proposed limitation of the issues. ti 
the action. He thought that all the issties 
should be tried in the one issue, so as to 
avoid a multiplicity of actions arising out of 
the main issue. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that all that 
had heen settled was that the initial issue 
should be tried first. If it was decided (that 
it was an educational charity it was {pos- 
sible that he would allow everybody in‘, On 
the otker hand, if he decided that it was 
a religious charity, then, of course, the issne 
could be raised by Mr. Dickie that it omght 
to include Presbyterians’as well as merabers 
of the Church of Ireland, but that would 
arise afterwards. The plaintiffs and the de- 
fendants had consented that the artion 
should be opened by the plaintiffs, and’ that 
the issues should be as set out in the de- 
fendants’ counter-claim. 

THE PRESBYTERIANS. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who, with Mr. W. 
Hamil! (instructed by Messrs. Dickie, Coul- 
ter and Hamill) appeared for the Rev. J ames 
Moody and Messrs. Doran and Anclerson, 
said that he had no objection, so long: as he 
was permitted to be present as represanting 
the Presbyterians. When he knew whe:it the 
issue was going to be he would put in a 
defence. 

Mr. Jelett. K.C.. who. with Mr. Overend. 
K.C.. and Mr Kingsmill Moore (instructed 
by Messi Darley, Ornen and Sypsnott), 
appeared for the plaintiffs, said that af Mr. 
Dickie chose to come in he would do so at 
his own expense. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the orde 
that he would make would be that the issnes 
in the action should be those set out in the 
defendants’ counterclaim, as follows :—That 
the said trusts are charitable, and that the 
paramount object of the said trus4s was 
educational and not religious, and ‘was to 
endow a free educational foundation for the 
children of the tenants and inhabiti nts of 
the Irish estates of Erasmus Smith, an 1 other 
poor persons. and that the plaintiffs are 
bound to administer said trusts acco) dingly, 
and that a scheme he prepared. 

Mr. Dickie said that he would file his de- 
fence to that issue dnring the present week, 
as representing his clients.

A dispute 
arose at a meeting of the shareholders about 
having a shorthand writer present; but 
deponent was in favour of his presence to 
take a verbatum report of the proceedings. 
Mr. Guest refused to let the shorthand 
writer into the meeting. A motion to have 
him admitted was lost. There were motions 
and amendments moved at the meeting and 
a poll was demanded. The meeting, how- 
ever, got uproarious and refused to have 
the poll or to allow the transaction of any 
business. : 

On May 16th. when the deponent attempted 
to enter the office, the door was locked or 
bolted, and he was informed by a clerk 
that he had orders from Mr, Guest not to 
admit him. Mr. Guest, on the “phone, 
refused to allow him to enter the office, as 


lhe said he “was not chairman any longer.” 
Deponent then gave instructions by wire 
to have a meeting of the directors called. 
and those present authorised proceedings to 
be taken in accordance with counsel’s ad- 
vice. When he and others sought to be ad- 
| mitted to the offices they would not be al-

conduct and disobedience, and had it 
served upon him.” 

Since then he had been informed that Mr 
Guest had purported to have a new board of 
five formed, including himself, his son and 
a personal friend. It was necessary, deponent 
said, that he should have access to the 
offices of the company and its papers, but 
he was excluded by Mr. Guest, who was 
simply an official of the Company, and was 
a single director. 

Mr. Justice Meredith granted the tnferim 
injunction, and directed notice to be served 
for the hearing of the interlocutory injunc- 
tion to-morrow.

‘It would, however,” the report eon- 
tinues, “ be disastrous if the public came to 
the conclusion that the hospital no longer 
needed support from its friends and sub- 
Co. H. MH. | scribers. Much reconstruction is necessary, 
Miss | if this old-established hospital is to be 
modernised, and it will take every penny of 
the money now received, and a great deal 
more, to effect’ such reconstruction and re- 
equipment. The public are earnestly re- 
quested to realise that, while the sweepstakes 
may bring in a capital sum which will enable 
the hospital to be brought up-to-date, they 
will not provide a fund which can in any 
way replace the regular contributions by 
which the services necessary to the inhabi- 
tants of an extremely poor industrial area 
of the city are maintained.

r, Mooney, barrister-at-law, for the State, 
said that Mr. Kennedy carried on a book-- 
making business in Tullamore, and rented 
offices from the accused man, whom he em- 
ploved as clerk at two pounds or two 
pounds ten shillings a week. He had the 
greatest confidence in the accused man. After 
getting the defendant into the way of running 
the office Mr. Kennedy went to Edenderry, 
where he had another office, and where he 
lived. In addition, Mr. Kennedy had motor 
cars for hire in Tullamore, and the accused 
man was put in charge of the whole business. 
Bolger kept very imperfect accounts of the 
motieys received, so that Mr. Kennedy could 
not make “ head or tail’’ of what money had 
been taken in, or what money was paid out. 
Noticing that his Tullamore office was not 
paying, Mr. Kennedy proceeded to investigate 
matters in October, 1930. He told the 
accused man that he ought to have some 
money on hands, as the profit of the business 
shown by the betting books was gross £231. 
The money, however, was not forthcoming. 


HIRING OF MOTOR CARS. 
A book kept by the accused man, known as 
the *‘ engagement book,” related to the hiring

The vessel is about 600 feet in length, 77 
feet beam, and 53 feet depth, mo\lded an 
specially strengthened for navigati 
the ice of the Antarctic Sea, and c 
with the highest requirements of Lloyd's 
Register, Norwegian Veritas, and the Nor- 
wegian Sea Control Regulations. She is 
34,000 tons displacement, and is the largest 
whaling factory vessel in the world. 

The factory is situated in the upper ‘tween 
deck, which is fifteen feet in height, and 
fitted with the latest plant for dealing 
speedily and economically with about 2,50U 
barrels of oil per day. The vessel has a 
large aperture at the stern, through which 
the whales are hauled up on to the top deck, 
where elaborate machinery is fitted for hand- 
ling the carcases, and passing them down 
into the factory, where in steam-pressure 
boilers the parts of the whale are reduced 
to whale oil, which is then pumped into the 
ship's tanks, which have a total capacity of 
about 25,000 tons. 

The propelling machinery, which also has 
been built by Messrs. Workman, Clark 
(1928), Limited, consists of twin sets of 
quadruple expansion engines, taking steam 
from five cylindrical, oil fired multi-tubular 
boilers, working at 250 Jbs. pressure under 
forced draught and with superheated steam. 

This vessel is the second of her kind built 
as a Pelagic whaling factory by Messrs. 
Workman, Clark (1928), Limited, and is 
somewhat larger than the Kosmos Í, con- 
structed by these builders in 1929 for Mr.

any money accruing from the motoring and 
betting business in the Munster and Leinster 
Bank after paying out all expenses. He 
instructed witness how to sign the cheques. 
The cheque-book was left in the Tullamore 
office, and from that the witness took it that 
he had authority to sign the cheques. He 
signed the cheques in Mr. Kennedy's name, 
pursuant to the authority given him. . Mr, 
Kennedy, for the first time, suggested that 
he had no authority to sign the cheques wher 
witness threatened to take proceedings on 
October 12 against him for circulating the 
story in Edenderry that witness was £114 
short. There was no general account kept of 
the hackney car business, but the two drivers 
kept books dealing with the runs made. 

The Judge said that if the accused man 
hona-fide believed that he had authority to 
sign the cheques, there would be an absence 
of intention to defraud. He had to direct 
that the evidence did not satisfactorily estab- 
lish the offence of embezzlement, and that 
it was the duty of the jury to find the accused 
man not guilty on that count.

HAY FEVER AT SEA.

‘BROKEN STOWAGE. 


' Faox Ovrn Harsourn CORRESPONDENT. 


T sea the winds of heaven, purified by 
A sweeping over the sheer salt leagues 


of ocean space, prevent, to a great 
extént’, the teafarer from succumbing to the 
minor ailments which are so prevalent among 
these of us who are destined to. live. ashore. 
Firémen, heated from their strenuous labours 
béfore the roaring furnaces in the stokehoid, 
cán come on deck in mid-winter at the end, 
of their watch without feeling any ill effects, 
Sailors appear to survive the drenchings of 
tropical rain-storms, heavy enough to penetrate 
the stoutest of oilskins, without being any 
the worse for the experience, except, perhaps, 
twinges of rheumatism felt im their later 
ears : 
Thus it was with no little astonishment 
that a captain of a big cargo vessel, bound 
for Dublin. with a cargo of grain from 
Australian ports, found that what appeared 
to be an epidemic of hay fever had broken 
out among his hands in mid-ocean. The 


mate, with streaming eyes, harried the bo sun, 
who, in turn, sneezed his orders to an equally 
afiected crew, The ship, in spite of the 
trouble, assumed quite a festive appearance; 
for the yaudily-coloured handkerchiels, so 
beloved by the forecastle hand, were to be 
seen, flapping like bunting, from numerous 
clothes-lines. 
it was quite some time before the captain 
eventually arrived at a satisiactory explana 
tier. as to the cause. Apparently the vessel 
had taken a slight list during a gale, and, 
when favoured with finer weather, the hatches 
had been removed to cnable the crew to trim 
some of the cargo. The result was that the 
dust from the grain had entered the nasa 
passages of the seamen, causing a complaint 
similar to, if nct actually, that of hay fever. 
THE CRITIC'S DELIGHT. 

“The coastin’ vessels,” remarked a quay- 
side critic to our representative on Monday, 
‘have been comin’ in for all the world like 
a flock of sheep the last couple of days.” A 
glance at the official arrival book certainly 
vave the impression that Father Neptune 
had assumed the ro/e of a shevherd end had 
herded a nautical flock into the Liffey; for 
fen of these vessels entered the river last 
Saturday, while as many as sixteen arrivals 
were recorded on the Sunday. 

The quayside critic of the old school loves 
ty be asked what ships are in the port. and 
it is noticeable that simple names, such as 
one finds in the books of W. W. Jacobs, are 
the onés which first occur to his mind.

THE MATE'S NIGHTMARE.

Hired by archeological zeal, 1 took a stroll 
recently through the streets in the vicinity oi 
('arist Church and ‘Thomas street, and, 
venturing through some of the back ways, 
as . Angel Alley and Winetayern 
I was struck by the appearance 
of decayed grandeur that many of the 
houses presented. Beautiful old arched door- 
ways, in most instances with tawdry modern 
5 opened to disclose quaint stone 
wide shallow staircases, and lofty 
whilst, in a street opening off Wer- 
burgh street, the great arched gaveway and 
stone porch over the Taylor's Hall carried one 
back into the past, when the guilds of the 
city played such a prominent part in its hife. 

From: this narrow street, going through 
Derby place and past the Dean Swift Inn 
and the church where Lord Edward lies 
buried, I came once more in frent of St. 
Audven’s. As I made my way to the church 
door, the quaint old arches low down on the 
left side caught my attention. What beauti- 
ful ruins are hidden at the back of that 
church, sandwiched in between it and the 
schools. Looking down through the worn 
arches. which were windows before the pre- 
sent pavement in front of the church was 
built, you gaze into a kind of crypt, with 
tombstones and memorial tablets on the 
walls, and broken _ standing 
where once they supported a roof, but now 
the graves lie uncovered beneath the sky. 
There is an indescribable air of antiquity 
about this corner of old Dublin, which has 
seen history ebb and flow around its walls, 
und where once Silken Thomas and his uncles 
heard Mass before embarking on the rebellion 
which was to cost them their heads. 

Centuries later another Geraldine was 
doomed to lose his life within sight of St. 
Audoen’s Church. The house 
street, where Lord Edward was arrested in 
June, 1798, is marked for all to see. His 
death took place in the Newgate Prison. 
within sight of the church, and in the vault 
in St. Werburgh’s, but a stone’s throw away, 
his coffin may be seen. 


DOWN THE HILL. 


Approaching St. Audoen’s from Winetavern 
street, at the back of Christ Church, there is a 
narrow, cobbled Janeway leading under an arch ; 
there, if you are not deterred by the squalor 
of the surroundings, or by the children, play- 
ing in the dust and refuse, you will come by 
the back of St. Audoen’s on the side of the 
hill. One is struck by the number of windows 
which have been built up at different times, 
but beyond all this is a rugty iron gate, 
opening into a dark, twisting, stone-paved 
passage, which leads into the crypt already 
mentioned. Since this gate was locked, i 
was unable to gain entrance to examine the 
tombs and inscriptions on the walls, and, as 
the sun was setting, I was forced to turn 
away. Going back the way that I had come, 
nasi Crist Church, I paused to look down 
the ill. The view from that snot is very 
beautiful where the church of, St. ‘Audoen 
stands out from the surroundjng,hoyses, its 
spire dominating the surrounding: streets, 

The very names of the streets in this 
locality speak of romance. Cromwell’s 
Quarters, off Thomas street; Angel alley, 
Winetavern street, and Sycamore Tree street, 
all speak of other times, whilst Bridge 
street, Dirty lane, and the intricate streets 
of the Coombe—near which Emmet had his 
depot—recall the days when the United 
Trishmen haunted that quarter, and Lord 
Edward lay hid in Thomas street. 

Then fashion dwelt there, near the Castle, 
and coaches came and went where to-day 
trams come and go, and great wagons fill 
the roadway where once fine ladies walked. 
But nothing will ever be able to rob the 
neighbourhood of its air of other times and 
former prosperity.

‘ACusical Glasses. 


While I watched a friend the other even- 
ing produce a series of musical sounds from 
a set of wine glasses, I was informed that 
this was a favourite form of entertainment 
about the middle of the eighteenth 
century. In 1750 an Irishman named 
Puckeridge gave a public performance in 
London on a row of glasses by passing a 
moistened finger along the rims, _ the 
quality of the various notes having a 
certain correspondence with the quantity 
of water in every glass. Some time after- 
wards Benjamin Franklin, having heard 
tunes produced on musical glasses, turned 
his attention to the subject, and in 1760 
invented an instrument which he called the 
Harmonica. This consisted of a series of 
bell-shaped glasses, placed in a frame-work 
that revolved on its centre, while the rims 
were touched by the moistened finger of 
the performer. No water was used in this 
instrument, the pitch of the notes being 
regulated by the size of the glasses. 
Miss Marianne Davies, an accomplished 
musician, to whom Franklin presented his 
harmonica, performed on it in the prin- 
cipal cities of Europe from 1762-1773. It 
was found, however, that the continuous 
production of sound by the points of the 
fingers had a serious effect on the nerves 
of the performer, and was liable to cause 
fainting fits. Many attempts were made 
to render the harmonica easier for 
amateurs by means of keys, but no sub- 
stance could be discovered to act as a 
substitute for the human finger. 


Cricket in Wexfcrd.

| The Harp that Once. 


Last week's melody-making at the Feis 
Ceoil had set me thinking Írish music, 
and during the week’s ALT happened 
upon a note to the effect that Irish music 
is developing popularity in the’ Unite 
States, with a comment that it was diffi- 
-cult to find sufficient Irish harpers. 
Despite the fact that the harp is tradi- 
tionally alloted to Ireland, and that it even 
appears upon Irish flags as An emblem, it 
is more than doubtful whether the harp is 
really the national instrument of music. 
True, it appears in ancient literature, but 
them with a note of wonder about it, as a 
strange thing ; and its use in the ¢ountry 
seems to have been the result of its popu- 
larity with one of the lines of invading 
warrior peoples that became merged in the 
earlier inhabitants. The truly national in- 
strument is the bagpipes, whose notes 
probably: shed the soul of beauty about 
Tara’s halls far more frequently than did 
the harp. Western song still holds some- 
thing of the heart-shaking whine of the 
pipes about it. 


With the approach of Whitsun many 
enthusiastic anglers are giving their tackle 
a final overhaul, with the prospect of 
wandering to some _ fondly-remembered 
waters or of trying their skill on a yet 
untried stream.

BILL READ A SECOND TIME. 

The Bishop-elect of Cashel (the Ven. J. F. 
McNiece, B.D.) said that they had built no 
additional churches for Belfast, but had pro- 
vided thres churches inside the municipal 
area for districts using temporary structures 
for worship. Two other churches had been 
built outside the municipal boundary. 
‘* Belfast, as Belfast, with one exception,” he 
declared, ‘‘ has churches enough. The excep- 
tion is Ballymacarrett, ere it is proposed 
to erect two small mission churches.’’ 

Deprecating the suggestion that the bill 
was something for the North as against the 
South, he declared that it was the North and 
South working together, so that adequate 
witness might be borne by the Church as a 
whole.

AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 

The Archbishop of Dublin moved the 
second reading of a bill to amend Chapter 4 
of the Constitution. The amendment was as 
follows :— 

“Provided that in any case in which a 
report from the Diocesan Council is required 
under Clause 10 of this Chapter, if the 
Diocesan Council shall so resolve and shall 
so recommend in the report made by them, 
the period between the occurrence of the 
vacancy in the cure and the date of the 
resolution of the Dioctsan Council making 
the report shall not be counted in the afore- 
said period of three months; provided, also, 
that in no case shall the additional extension 
of time thus permitted exceed three months.”

THE YOUTH CONFERENCE. 

The Rev. Canon N. J. D. White (on behalf 
of the Youth Conference Petition Committee) 
moved the second reading of a bill to provide 
for alternative forms of Se venial Prayer. 

He said that the bill should be regarded 
as a gesture by the General Synod in favour 
of giving liberty to those who desired it, 
rather than approval of the bill itself. The 
youth movement was a thing for which the 
Church of Ireland ought to be thankful. 
These proposed Services were not going to 
be forced on congregations if they did not 
want them: they were simply optional things. 

The second reading was passed. 

In a discussion on the Committee stage, 
Mr. Nash (Westmeath) objected to a form 
of absolution, on the ground that it was 
Romish. The Absolution read: “The Almighty 
and Merciful Lord grant you absolution 
and remission of all your sins, true repent- 
ance, amendment of life, and grace and com- 
fort of the Holy Spirit, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen.” 

The Archdeacon of Dromore said that 
this form of absolution, far from being 
Roman was, in fact, anti-Roman. ‘In the 
Roman Church,” he said, the priest said, 
“I absolve thee.’’ 

Mr. Nash said that the absolution was 
like commanding God as the Roman Church 
commanded Him.

WOMEN ON THE SYNODS. 

The Rev. Canon Hearn, LL.D., moved 
the second reading of a bill to admit women 
to the General and Diocesan Synods of the 
Church. 

He said that the motion had the support 
of the late Lord Glenavy, and it provided, 
in a limited form, for what women regarded 
as their rights and privileges. It had been 
said against the measure that there was not the 
support for it which was claimed; that the 
women themselves were not so keen, and the 
members of the Church were not support- 
ing the bill. Since the last meeting a 
change had taken place in this matter. Two 
resolutions had come from Synods of two 
of the greatest dioceses, Down and Connor, 
and Dublin, Leighlin and Kildare, in favour 
of the bill. No one present could question 
the capacity of women. Who would haye 
thought twenty years ago that to-day a 
woman would be in the Cabinet of England? 
Women were deeply engaged in education and 
missionary work. Some of them had laid 
down their lives in that work. 

Colonel Traill, seconding the motion, said 
that he was the son of Anthony Traill, and 
he was hacking that bill because he believed 
his father would have backed it. 
Anthony Trail] had Trinity College opentd to 
women, and he believ that if Anthony 
Traill was there for the past few years the 
bill would be law. 

He asked them to ask themselves and 
answer the following questions:—(1) Do I 
know any woman better fitted by ability, 
education and proved worth to represent the 
diocese than I am? (2) If I do not personally 
know such a woman, can such a one possibly 
exist’ (3) If such a woman exists, have I 
any right to deprive this Church of her ser- 
vices? After answering these questions let 
them vote. 


POSTPONEMENT ASKED. 

Sir Robert Kennedy said that if they re- 
jected the bill it would come up again with 
that persistence which was characteristic of 
women. If they passed the bill it would not 
do; they would go on seeking further privi- 
leges. ere was not a general desire on the 
part of women to sit in Synods, and if they 
got the liberty they may not avail themselves 
of it. He asked that consideration of the 
matter be deferred for twelve months until 
they saw their way clearer.

Fie was, he said, willing 
to take the children, but, unfortunately, his 
wife was an inmate of Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital, and he had arranged that the 
children should be kept by his married sister, 
Mrs. Lloyd, who resides with her husband 
and their two childrén in George's place. 

The Court at this stage held that, on the 
evidence as stated by counsel, they were 
satisfied that there was not before the District 
Justice any evidence that the children were 
found begging or receiving alms, such as 
would justify the orders that he made. The 
conditional orders of certiorari would, there- 
fore, be made absolute, quashing the order 
of the District Justice. With regard to the 
erder of habeas corms, it should also be 
made absolute, unléss counsel on the other 
side had some reason to advance why it 
should not. 

INFANTS ACT PLEA. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
B. McGuckin (instructed by Messrs O'Connell, 
Rooney and Co.), on behalf of the institutions 
to which the children had been sent, said 
that he had an argument under Section 1 of 
the Custody of Infants Act, 1891, which pro- 
vided that, where the parent of a child 
applied to the High Court for the production 
of a child, and the Court was of opinion that 
the parent had abandoned or deserted the 
child, or had otherwise so conducted him- 
self, the Court should refuse to enforce his 
right to the, custody of the child. 

The argument of Mr. Hughes on the 
tion of the custody of the children having 
heard, Mr, Justice Sullivan, giving judgment, 
said that from the beginning to the end 
nothing was said, or could be said, against 
the two institutions in which the children 
are. They bad previously been in 
the Sacred Heart Home, Drumcondra, and 
before that both children had been living 
with their parents in Gardiner street. They 
were first baptised Protestants, but were 
afterwards baptised Catholics, with their 
father’s consent, and taken to the Sacred 
Heart Home. which their father knew was an 
institution wnich only educated and trained 
Catholic children. ‘The children had been 
transferred from that Home under an order 
\made by the District Justice in October last 
to the places where they now are. The High 
Court had already decided that that order 
was made without jurisdiction, and they must 
now deal with the children as if they were 
left in these institutions by their father or 
any other person. 

She weltare of the children was the para- 
mount consideration. ‘he father, whose wages 
were £2 ós. a week, and who lived in a house 
in North Great George’s street, did not 
suggest that the children could come and live 
with him, but that they should go to his 
brother in-law, a postman, whose wages 
were £2 12s. a week, and who lived with 
his wife and two children in a _ tenement 
in Georges’ place. It would be impossible 
to say that it would be for the welfare of 
the children that this should be done. 

His lordship mentioned that it was an 
admitted fact that while the children were 
in the Sacred Heart Home from March, 1928, 
until October, 1930, the father, with the 
exception of one visit shortly after they 
entered, never visited the place nor showed 
the faintest interest in their well-being. The 
Court held that it was not in the interests 
of the children that they should be handed 
back to the father, and the apphication for 
habeas corpus on behalf of the father must 
be refused. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, who, with Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne, concurred, said that it was an un- 
meritorious case. ‘The father had so con- 
ducted himself as not to he entitled to an 
order giving him custody of the children.

A BIG IMPROVEM 


(By J. P. R.) 

Y friend is an eminent professor in one 
M ‘of the local universities. He was 
not in the humour to play in the 
competition which was on, and, having been 
likewise ‘‘ frozen out,” | was glad to have 
the opportunity of having a chat with 
him. The 1) omer when not playing 
gulf (and he does not play often), is deeply 
immersed in his scientific researches and 
problems; but, as only golf is talked of in 
the golf club, except, perhaps, by those who 
are uot permitted to play golf in them, as 
the resulc of the overcrowding of the courses 
by the card and pencil fraternity, and not 
being of a scientific turn of mind, I, wisely, 
of course, confined the conversation 

golfing matters of the moment. 

Well, our proiessor has laboured long and 
earnestly on the study of the game, from the 
playing point of view, and has brought the 
full weight of a. brilliant intellect to bear 
on his forts ; but he has utterly failed, and 
is still but a very mediocre golfer on 17. 
He informed me that he had read with as 
much care and concentration as he devoted 
to the study of his text books in the Uni- 
versity when he was studying for his ex- 
aminations almost every book that had been 
written on golf for the last thirty years, and 
had honestly endeavoured to work up to a 
decent standard of play; but the more he 
read the views, opinions, advice; warnings 
and explanations of the Master Goliers the 
more confused he became, and as for the 
“ scientific principles’’ of golf he had long 
since formed the conclusion that there was 
absolutely no connection ‘betwetri what he 
regarded as scientific prineiples and golf. 
‘‘Pre-eminent skill a great many players of 
the game possess in large measure,” he said, 
‘‘and large numbers have systematised their 
knowledge of the game and made reputations 
for themselves as golfers as a result; bu 
there the science ends.”’ : 

THE CADDIE BOY'S SWING. 

While he was speaking, he looked intently 
in the direction of the frst tee, and: point- 
ing to it, remarked: “ Look at that! 
Does that lad know the least thing 
about the ‘scientific principles’ of golf? And 
look at his true swing. Scientific fiddlesticks 
I call it.” There, near the first tee, was a 
diminutive caddie boy on the fringe of a 
crowd of distinguished golfers—several of 
whom distinguished themselves years ago in 
the Senior Cup Competition, but were now 
mere juniors—swinging with the most perfect 
rhythm imaginable, timing his swing with the 
meticulous accuracy of the backward and 
forward movement oí -the pendulum of a 
grandfather’s clock, and pivoting and finish- 
ing with the delightful ease and grace of a 
Vardon. And in his hands was a strand of 


thick rusty wire, which formed at one time 
part of the fencing around the caddy shed, 
and which he had “' weighted ” at the end 
by twisting a sort of knot in it. 

"That boy,’? remarked the Professor, ** 1s 
a very excellent caddie, and 1 will not be 
surprised should he make a splendid golfer, 
find his way into a professional's shop, and 
become, like so many of his hard-working 
class, a professional, with a big reputation 
in the game. And should he find 
the dizzy heights that lead to the 
(pen Championship Cup he will, perhaps, 
emigrate to America, and, maybe, my 
children, when I have definitely retired from 
the game owing to old age, will, like their 
father years before thems be wasting their 
precious hours pouring over a five hundred 
page book bearing the high-sounding title, 
‘A Study of the Scientifyé Principles of the 
Roval and Ancient Game fof Golf, by P. J. 
Murphy, Open Champion df 1950’’—otherwise 
the fitéle boy who is there teaching us how 
to swing a club with his piece of wire 
fencing. 

THE TEACHING OF SCIENTISTS. 

“It is a pity,” proceeded the professor, 
‘‘that we waste so much valuable time over 
this scientific nonsense as EEA to golfing. 
Harry Vardon, James Braid, Sandy Herd, 
John ‘Taylor, Percy Alliss, George Gadd, 
Archie Compston, Ernest Whitcombe and his 
brother Charles; George Duncan, Edward 
Ray, Henry Cotton, Abe Mitchell—they have 
ali written voluminously on golf, and each has 
tackled the game for us ‘scientifically.’ What, 
I would ask you, did old Tom Morris, his son, 
Tommy, Andra Kirkaldy, and scores of other 
renowned golfers of old—men who were 
more highly skilled in the game than are 
the leading golfers of to-day—know of the 
principles that are being exploited by the 
professionals of this age? From childhood 
they were knocking a golf ball about the 
fields and roads adjoining the links, as that 
little boy does. Their swings became 
definitely fixed, as it were; their muscles 
were attuned to what was required of them; 
they concentrated on hitting the ball far and 
sure, and confidence and the sense of direc- 
tion and touch did the rest. 


NATURAL APTITUDE. 

“Tf there is one theory that I am pre- 
pared to accept, it is not the inside-to-out, 
the open or the square stance, the backspin 
or the underspin. It is that a natural apti- 
tude for ‘the playing of the game is the 
primary essential, and that the true hitting 
of the ball, no matter what sort of a.swing 
you may develop, and that the bringing 
to bear on your practice of the intelligence 
you possess will do the remainder of the job 
for you. That there are fundamentals to be 
taken into account I admit. We have had 
too múch theorising in golf, and not enough 
serious effort and determination to succeed. 
There is scarcely one of the professionals who 
has not advanced some fanciful theory of his 
own for the playing of the golf stroke; but 
watch the best of them, and what do you see? 
Ninety-five per.cent. play the strokes the 
same way, with a slight variation here and 
there, just as they, when youngsters, were 
accustomed to play them when whiling away 
their idle time in their caddie days. 1 am a 
duffer, and always will be; for, although I 
think | have as much brains as Bobby Jones, 
or Vardon, or Duncan, or ‘laylor, 1 know 
that I can never attain that which makes the 
golfer in the first instance—natural aptitude 
for the game.”’ 
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CAPTAIN CARROLL’S CHART. 

e other day at the Castle Captain 
Carroll, the secretary, showed me an ex- 
tremely attractive set of tabulated figures 


\which he had made out in his spare moments. 
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By the way, since the tractor was put to work 
on the cuurse there has been an astonishing 
improvement in the fairways. and the quality 
of the grass growing on them; as a matter 
of fact, fairnays and greens are in beautiful 
order at present. Fellows have the habit of 
talking glibly about ridiculously easy fours 
and most difficult fours, just as some who 
never had such figures teli you, with alr 
of authority, that the first nine of a certain 
championship course that we all know ‘is 
an easy thirty-four.” Those who have 
played at the Castle on an average fine day, 
wit a slight wind and not much 
run on the ball, _ will find Captain 
Carroll’s figures most instructive. Last 
year during the Irish Professional 
Championship two hundred and twenty-seven 
rounds were played. Of the 5 holes, No 

6 proved the easiest, there being seventy- 

two birdies at it, and the average number 
of. strokes taken to it being 4.8. No, 4 
was the most difficult of the 5 holes—eleven 
birdies and average strokes 5.5. Of the 
4’s, the average for the 10th was 3.8, with 

sixty-five birdies, but the figures for the 
twelfth were 4.6, with only five birdies. As 
to the 3’s, the 13th was the easiest—average 
3.3,.and nine birdies--but the 15th averaged 
3.56, with but ¢four birdies. The average 
aumber of strokes taken íor the first nine 
holes worked out at 40.1, and for the second 

nine it was 40.2, the avérage figures for the 
course being thus 80.3—by proféssionals, be 
it repeated. 

IMPROVEMENTS AT DELGANY. 

A lct of water has flown under the Dridge 
close to the Delgany course since, as a novice, 
I played my first round there with Mr. P. J. 
Stokes, who was then, like myself, a member 
of the old Finglas Club, How I envied Mr. 
Stokes on his being able to drive such a long 
bail, and play the next on to the green. 
| He was alsu extremely fond of swimming, and 
wrote most interestingly on it for many 
vears ; but on being appointed manager of the 
head branch of. the Munster and Leinster 
Bank he dropped out of swimming, and what 
little spare time he has now for recreation he 
devotes to the interests of the Delgany Club, 
of which a few. years back he was captain. | 

Quite Ly accident I met Mr. Stokes the 
other day, and the conversation turning to 
Delgany I ascertained a few interesting parti- 
culars concerning the club. You would not 
believe it, bat the mone stands at 
the remarkable total of eight hundred and 
eighty-two—662 men, 207 women, and 15 
juniors. The great majority are resident in 
the neighbourhood of. Dublin, Lut there is 
not, a county in the country that does not 
furnish its. quota to the roll. Consequently, 
it was not surprising when Mr. Stokes in- 
formed me that the Committee has had to 
face hard facts, and recognise that the only 
way to provide adequate accommodation for 
the members and visitors is to build a new 
and up-to-date clubhouse, the construction 
of which is to be taken im hands. .almust 
immediately. Indeed, a vast. improyement 
scheme i-as been virtually approved, and when 
it has been carried out the Delgany Clun 
should make a big noise in Leinster golf. 

For many years Delgany has been a 
“ holiday course,” but if whet |] heard is 
true {and Mr. Stokes ought to know the 
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will ere leng have 
memory for the piayers on the] 
The extraordinary papalensty of the course 
is fully reflected in the balance sheet; for 
1930, as it reveals that the fees for visitors 
alone amounted to close on £600. The balance 
to credit was £1,628, and, in -ddition, there 
was. a surplus income over expenditure of 
£472. There are noteworthy historical as- 
sociations connected with the Delgany course. 
Bellevue, the home of the La Touches, over- 
looks the links, and La Touche’s great friend, 
Henry Grattan, who resided at Tinnahinch, 
Enniskerry, often trod the ground now played 
over on his way to Bellevue, therein, in the 
secrecy of the library, to concoct their 
schemes against the proposed Union, to which 
La Touche was as much opposed as Grattan. 
The small annual subscription hag been to a 
great extent responsible for the remarkable 
success of the Delgany Club; but it is not 
likely long to remain at the figure. With 
the improvements contemplated the club 
would be excellent value for considerably 
more than the members are paying. 
LONG HOLES IN KERRY. 

Business recently brought me into the heart 
ot Kerry, where a nice little course of nine 
holes has been Iaid out in the shadow of the 
mountains. The course is situated a few 
miles from the nearest village, and several 
of the villagers have gone clean potty‘ on 
the game, and regard the links as a God- 
send. As a matier of fact, the plas-fours and 
the glaringly red tassels have made their 
appearance in it. One morning one of the 
natives turned up at the course, equipped 
with the latest in zip-fastened bags, which, 
on its being opened, revealed a complete set 
of the latest in steel-shafted clubs. Having 
arranged with the professionals to play a 
round or two the budding Bobby Jones wan- 
dered out to the first teeing ground, where 
the only boy available as a caddie for miles 
and miles around was waiting for him. It 
was his first visit to the course, and 
naturally he was much _ interested in 
the lay-out of the holes. “What hole 
is that?” he asked the boy, who, like 
himself, was a mere beginner. ‘* 'That’s 
number nine, sir,” replied the boy. “ And 
what is the bogey?’ queried the visitor. 
‘“‘Tt’s nine, sir,” was the answer. ‘‘ And 
what hole is that one?” was the next ques- 
tion, as the golfer’s hand pointed towards 
the eighth fairway. ‘‘That’s number eight, 
sir,’ same the reply; and again to the query 
regarding the bogey of the hole the Jad 
merely remarked, “ It's eight, sir.” ' Glanc- 
ing in the direction of the seventh, the visitor | 
enquired its number also,: and was told, 
and to his further question as to the begey 
was informed it was “eight, sir.” The new- 
comer had read of famous courses, the bogies 
of which .. were,. seventy-fours and .seventy- 
sevens, but here was one, the last three holes 
of which the first-class player would be ex- 
pected to hole in twenty-four.

It appears that Japan, who, according 
to the British Economic Mission to the 
Far East, must be regarded by Britain 
‘‘“mainly as a competitor,’’ is .suffering 
from the common financial trouble of our 
age. Alarmed by her shrinking revenues, 
she is embarking upon drastic economies, 
and yesterday her Cabinet Committee 
submitted to the Cabinet a comprehensive 
scheme for the reduction of official 
salaries. A deficit of some forty million 
yen is expected by Mr. Inouye, tle 
Minister for Finance, during the current 
year. The proposed economies are de- 
signed to effect a saving of about seventy 
million yen, and further retrenchment is 
contemplated. All political parties are

A smaller Cabinet, the re- 
duction of the Army by three divisions, 
and the merging of the Ministries for War 
and the Navy into a single Ministry for 
Defence been advocated.

Japanese civil servants are not highly 
paid—the Prime Minister receives no 
more than 12,000 yen, or about £1,200, a 
year—and the smallest reduction in their 
salaries must involve a real sacrifice. 
Actually cuts, varying between two and 
ten per cent., have been recommended by 
the Government Commission. Although 
this pruning would not be held to be 
savage in other countries, it is feared 
that the small margin in Japan between 
a moderate competence and penury will 
have the most unfavourable reactions upon 
public opinion. Only two years ago Mr. 
Inouye was compelled by popular resent- 
ment to withdraw a like plan, but it may be 
that in this instance a general apprecia- 
tion of Nippon’s difficulties will inspire one 
of the most patriotic races on earth with 
the needful unselfishness. The country’s 
position is peculiar—to-day, perhaps, 
unique—for Japan stands at a point 
where she is faced with clear-cut 
alternatives. On the one hand, she can 
relapse into the isolation whence she 
sprang; on the other, in a spirit of high 
adventure, she can reach forward to the 
acquisition of a Far Eastern Empire, 
which no Power, in fact, could deny to 
The memory of Tsushima alone

statesmen is the need to accommodate her 
rapidly increasing population.

There 
remain only the less civilised parts of 
Asia, and India—if Mr. Macdonald and 
Mr. Gandhi, between. them, surrender 
it to her. Only oné other solution 
seems to present itseli—the immediate in- 
dustrialisation of Japan 's largely agricul- 
tural population. Japan is accustomed to 
forced growths, as is manifest from the 
rapidity with which she became a world 
Power after the mortifying hands of the 
Shogans had been withdrawn. There is 
mo reason to suppose that she cannot

Trade with Egypt. 

The British Trade Mission to Egypt, 
under the leadership of Sir Arthur Balfour, 
has published its report. In essence, it 
paints a sad picture, and a picture that 
reflects little credit on British commerce. 
The Mission finds “ no present sign that 
our Egyptian trade has ceased to shrink.”’ 
This process of shrinkage is not new; for 
it has persisted since 1907, when British 
products represented 33.4 per cent. of 
Egypt’s total imports. By 1913 the pro- 
portion had fallen to 30.5 per cent., and 
dyring last year it fell to a little over 20 
per cent. In all commodities, except two, 
trade is healthy, but those two are amply 
sufficient to account for the generally 
severe decline. Imports of coal have suffered 
grievously, and British cotton piece goods, 
which in 1913 1epresented 81.8 per cenf, 
of Egypt’s cotton imports, represent now 
only 42.8 per Other cotton- 
weaving countries, in the meanwhile, have 
improved their commerce with Egypt at 
Britain’s expense ; for example, Italy has 
increased her exports of cotton goods from 
13 per cent. of Egypt's total purchases 
in 1913 to 25.9 per cent. last year. The 
report becomes illuminative when it turns 
to the causes that underlie this. change. 
It echoes, so far as Egypt is concerned, the 
Prince of Wales's sentiments in regard to 
Britain’s South American markets. There 
is plenty of room for improvement in the 
Háih and attractiveness of goods, in 
|methods of packing, in the drafting and 
distribution of catalogues and in adver- 
tising. There is need, too, of more 
intimate and personal contact with the 
demands of the Egyptian market. Trans- 
port conditions come in for 
drubbing. “ We were told,’’ says the 
report, ‘‘ that the same British ship may 
carry the same class of cargo fron the 
Continent at a [owe rate than from the 
United Kingdom.’’ Sometimes, indeed, it 
is possible for a British manufacturer to 
send his goods to Antwerp, to load them 
there upon a British ship for Alexandria, 
and to be less out of pocket than he would 
"have been if he had sent them directly. 
Nevertheless, these are not 
enough in themselves to explain the 
decline of British trade. The prin- 
cipal reason is that British prices are too 
high—the prime condition of commercial 
failure. Here the report announces that a 
complete overhaul of the costs of produc- 
tion is more than due; and it says 
that ‘‘ this can only be effected by the co- 
operation of the State, financiers, em- 
ployers, trade unions and the workers. 
The counsel is sound, but time-worn, and 
adds nothing to the advice of every sane 
observer for years past. For all practical 
purposes the Mission might have closed 
its homily at the word “ State.” In the 
present condition cf Great Britain there 
is no major commercial sin that has not

The Irish Branch of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Help Society rejoices in the

The services of the ex-soldiers of the Great 
War have not been forgotten, although too 
often they have been rewarded grudgingly ; 
but many veterans of former wars survive 
in Ireland, and without this Society s aid 
their lot would be tragic, indeed. Oldest 
of all charities that cater for the King’s 
ex-Service men, the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Help Society is the only body which helps 
men of the Regular Army who were dis- 
charged before 1914 and were too old to re- 
enlist for the Great War. It deals also 
with men who.remained in the British 
Army after.1919 ; and thus it covers a wide 
field of help from which the British Legion 
is debarred. There is, of course, a whole- 
hearted co-operation between the two 
Societies, and members of the Legion made 
valuable contributions to the success of the 
Mayfair Féte. For more than a generation 
the Irish Branch of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Help Society, with its hundreds of 
“ soldiers’ friends ” throughout Ireland, 
has fulfilled a task of vigilance and mercy. 
The report which was read at its annual 
meeting yesterday reveals the manifold 
nature of its help to men whose old age, 
after their ‘‘ one crowded hour of glorious 
life,’’ is darkened by dire poverty. Cash 
grants were made in cases of illness; 
articles were redeemed from pawn; warm 
clothes and surgical appliances were pro- 
vided, and thirty-two veterans were spared 
the final ingratitude of a pauper’s funeral. 
One of these was the Society’s last survivor 
from the Crimean War; but its living 
beneficiaries still include warriors of the 
Nile Expedition and of the Chitral, Tirah 
and Boer campaigns. During 1930 the 
Society granted relief to the amount of 


sympathy and counsel whose value only 
the Recording Angel can calculate. We 
thank the Society for its work, and we 
hope that it will seceive the increased 
support which it deserves; for it is, in a 
very real sense, a trustee of Ireland’s 
honour.

It is small 
consolation that the wood pulp industry 
has increased its exports; for this trade, 
while it gives considerable employment, 
produces less national revenue than the 
fisheries. 
Correspondent of The Times observes, 
would have been content to explain the 
Budget figures by the failure of the 
fisheries, if there had not been indications 
that a closer check ought to have been kept 
upon the Government’s expenditure.. As 
things are, public opinion has realised of 
a sudden that many new offices have been 
created, that Government salaries have 
been increased, and that large sums have 
been spent by the Highroads Commission, 
which has become recently a department 
of the Government. Accordingly, a number 
of citizens have asked the Dominions 
Office in London to recommend the 
appointment of a Royal Commission, with 
power to investigate Newfoundland’s 
financial affairs and to advise measures 
for their future stability. The present 
Government of Newfoundland has admitted 
tacitly that this request is not to its 
liking; and there are possibilities of 
political trouble on the island.

MIDNIGHT RIOTS IN 
STOCKHOLM.

STOCKHOLM, Wednesday, 1 a.m. 

Serious rioting, organised by Com- 
munists and other Soviet sympathisers, in 
connection with the strikes which have 
been in progress in different parts of the 
country for some days past, broke out 
here last evening. 

The police, both mounted and foot, 
were obliged to charge the crowds of 
demonstrators, and banners bearing in- 
scriptions ofiensive to the Government 
were seized. 

The rioters offered a vigorous resistance 
to the police, and several officers and 
demonstrators had to be conveyed to 
hospital. . 

Later on the police were stoned from the 
Labour Exchange, and made a charge, 
in which several persons sustained sabre 
cuts. 

Altogether, the police have had a very 
rough time during the day, as the mob has 
been showing an unusual amount of fight, 
and using every available missle. At one 
point the historic réle of the hose pipe 
on such occasions was reversed, and the 
demonstrators tried to turn the water on 
the officers, but the supply had been cut 
off in time. 

Shortly before midnight a crowd of 
juveniles gathered outside the Labour 
Exchange and on the steps of the building, 
and refused to give way until they were 
charged by the police.

FE VERY day is

It is now regarded as certain that the 
prize fund will exceed £1,250,000. The 
sweepstake closes on Saturday, after which 
no subscriptions recéived will be included 
in the draw. The draw begins on Satur- 
day week in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
and will continue on the following Mon- 
day, June Ist, and on subsequent days, 
if necessary. 

It was announced yesterday that there 
has been a revision of the method of draw- 
ing the prizes. All the race prizes, which 
will total over. 350, in the sweep will now 
be drawn before any of the cash prizes are 
drawn on the first day of the draw. The 
cash prizes, which are expected to number 
more than 2,000, will be drawn on the 
following days. 


THE SALE OF TICKETS. 

It was intended to draw half of the race 
prizes on the first day and half on the 
second day of the draw, but representa- 
tions have been made to the Hospitals 
Trust that this method of drawing would 
be unfair to the owners. of counterfoils who 
draw cash prizes after the first draWing of 
the race_prizes and before the drawing of 
the second day’s race prizes has been 
reached, and that it also places in a dis- 
advantageous position those who draw race 
prizes on the second day, inasmuch as it 
gives them less time to negotiate the sale 
of their tickets, should they wish to do so, 
and they would, therefore, probably have 
to take a smaller price than those who 
drew the same horses on the first day. 


MURDER VERDICT 
QUASHED. 


CONVICTED MAN 
SET FREE. 


4 der Court of Criminal Appeal in London 


yesterday allowed the appeal and 

‘yyuashed the conviction. of William 
Herbert, Wallace, a Liverpool insurance ageut 
(52), who at the Liverpool Assizes was founa 
guilty of murdering his wife, and sentenced 
to death by Mr. Justice Wright. 

Wallace, who was deathly pale as he stood 
between two warders listening to the judg: 
ment delivered by Lord Hewart, relaxed 
into a smile when he heard the vital words 
indicating the success of his appeal. A few 
minutes later he walked out of Court a free 
man, and was congratulated by a waiting 
crowd. Ihe judges were absent forty 
nunutes considering their decision. 


THE JUDGMENT. 

Lord Hewart, delivering judgment, said 
that the evidence was summed up by the 
Judge with complete fairness and accuracy, 
and it would not have been surprising if the 
result had been an acquittal. The case 
was eminently one of difficulty and doubt. 
There was not, as far as they could see, any 
ground for any imputation upon the fairness 
of the police. 

“We have come to the conclusion,” said 
Lord Hewart, ‘‘that the case against the 
appellant was not proved with that certainty 
which is necessary. in order to justify a ver- 
dict of guilty.” 

Their lordships were still on the Bench 
when Wallace left the dock and passed 
through the door leading to a room behind 
the court a free man. 

Waliace’s trial at the Liverpool Assizes 
lasted four days. ‘The defence was that his 
wife had been murdered’ while he was away 
from home in response to a bogus telephone 
message. Evidence was also given that he 
and his wife lived happily together. 

Mr. Hemmerde, K.C., for the Crown, 
spoke for four hours yesterday in the appeal 
proceedings. He submitted that it was com- 
mon ground that the murderer was either 
the person who sent the alleged bogus tele- 
phone message or the person who had been 
convicted, because common sense eliminated 
other possibilities. 

SUCCESSFUL APPEALS RARE. 

Rarely have appeals from the death sen- 
tence been successful, although it has be- 
come the practice to appeal in almost every 
ease. In November, 1928; the Court of 
Criminal Appeal quashed a sentence of death 
and substituted for the murder verdict one 
of manslaughter, with ‘a sentence of ten years’ 
penal servitude. In that case the Court ex- 
pressed the view that the defence of man- 
slaughter should have been put to the jury 
to consider. ' 

It was on September 28, 1911. that a man 
named Charles Ellison won the first appeal 
of this kind. The death senterce was quashed, 
and he left the law courts a free man. Mr. 
Justice Darling (now Lord Darling), giving 
the judgment of the Appeal Court, said that 
the case was of the greatest importance, 
because it was the first capital case in: which 
the Court had felt it necessary to set aside 
a convi~tion. 

In 1928, in the Scottish High Court of 
Justicilary, an appeal was begun on behalf of 
Oscar Slater, who had heen sentenced to ceath 
in 1909, and reprieved with penal servitude 
for life, lt ended in Slater's release, and a 
year later the House of Commons passed a 
vote for £6,000 as a ‘‘ compassionate allow- 
ance.” Slater's most ardent defender was 
the late Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. Slater 
spent eighteen and a half years in prison, 
and during the appeal sat in the same court 
from which he had protested his innocence 
so many years before.

MINISTER REJECTS 
PROPOSAL.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

N the Northern Parliament to-day, on 

‘the second reading of the Appropria- 
tion Bill, which enables members to discuss 
a variety of subjects, Mr. Thomas 
Henderson (independent Unionist) said 
that they had reached the climax of the 
session, and were adjourning in a few days 
for a long holiday without having done 
anything for the depressed industries of 
Northern Ireland. ' 

It was, he said, like flogging a dead 
horse referring to this subject. The 
Government was the ‘‘ dead horse,” but, 
unlike most ‘‘ dead horses,’’ the taxpayers 
had to continue feeding it. We are rising 
to-day, he added, but everyone knows that 
unemployment is now twenty-five per cent. 
worse than it was a year ago. ‘The time 
had come for the Government to call in 
a few business men to try and solve the 
unemployment question. The Parliament 
only met six weeks in the year, and they 
should appoint one or two mn to run the 
whole government of Northern Ireland 
during the next six months. 

“ Ulster to-day,’ added Mr. Henderson, 
‘is not what it should be. If the proper 
brains were behind the spending of the 
eleven millions a year, she would be in a 
fifty per cent. better position. There is 
too much ‘hypocrisy and talk about de- 
votion to the people and too little 
service “ 

Mr. Devlin (Nationalist) said that the 
financial condition of Northern Ireland 
was one which must.cause alarm to every- 
body. When they saw social services 
weakened by “ cuts,’’ and the efficiency of 
those things essential to national progress 
impaired, one would think that he 
Government would take advantage of the 
opportunity of finding new sources of taxa- 
tion by following the British Government 
in their measure te tax land values. 


‘TRISH TIMES” QUOTED. 

He quoted from an article in the 
Irish Times dealing with the forthcoming 
removal to Stormont, in which it was 
stated that farseeing landlords and 
builders had bought up all the valuable 
sites in its vicinity, and building was going 
on at a rate previously unknown. Pro- 
perty values, it was stated, had gone up— 
in some cases almost to fantastic figures— 
huge rents were being derived and ground 
rents had been raised enormously. 

“ What conclusion is to be drawn from 
this?” he asked. ‘‘ People in the city will 
have their property depressed, and people 
in Stormont will be enriched at the cost 
of the office-owners in the city. Apart 
from being an argument in favour of taxa- 
tion of land values, it is the greatest 
source of inconvenience to the business 
people of Belfast.” A more indefensible 
proceeding than having the Government 
offices out at Stormont he could not 
imagine. 

““ We are now in the position,” said Mr. 
Devlin, ‘‘ when we have reached the end 
of our tether. We have no money, and 
there will probably be a deficit of a million 
pounds next year in our revenue, What 
are we to do?” 


ONLY HOPE FOR NORTH. 

There was only one safety for Northern 
Ireland, and that was to come to some 
friendly arrangement with their Southern 
fellow-countrymen. Their very association 
with England had been their own destruc- 
tion. They had gained nothing whatever 
by the existence of that Parliament or by 
partition, and until it was ended things 
would grow worse and worse. He was not 
going to sit in that House and pay mere 
compliments, but he desired to face the 
realities of the situation. ‘‘ Until you get 
back to Ireland and present yourselves to 
the world as part of fretaied and get back 
some of the prestige which you lost as 
part of a united country, the condition of 
the Northern Province will grow from bad 
to worse,” he concluded. 

The Minister of Labour (Mr. Andrews) 
said that, in his view, it would be disas- 
trous for Northern Ireland to have any- 
thing to do with a united Ireland; that 
this was the policy of the Government, 
often defined, and from that policy they 
were not going to be shaken. “ The 
reason, as I feel it,” he said, ‘‘ is that, 
from the industrial point of view, it would 
be a mistake.” As long as he and his 
colleagues remained in control in Northern 
Ireland they, definitely and decidedly, 
would continue to remain linked up wit 
Great Britain. During the past ten years 
Northern Ireland had made progress, and 
it did not tend to further the interests of 
the province to be always endeavouring to 
make out that there was no security and 
no certainty of a continuance of that 
Parliament. 

The House adjourned urtil Tuesday to 
receive the Royal Assent to bills passed 
during the session.

RAN AWAY FROM 
“HER NAME. 
GERMAN LAUNCHING 

INCIDENT. 


CHAMPAGNE REFUSED BY 
“POCKET” WARSHIP. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


KIEL, Tuesday. 
N awkward incident occurred at the 
launch here this morning of the first 
warship built Ly Germany since the war, 
the Deutschland. | 

Some of the wedges had been removed 
too soon, with the result that the 10,000 
ton vessel glided down the ways into. the 
water before Dr. Bruening, the Chancellor, 
had finished his address. 

In consequence of this error, President 
von Hindenburg. was unable to break a 
bóttle of champagne against the bows 
when naming the vessel, as had been 
arranged, and his launching speech was 
delivered when the vessel was already 
afloat. . ! 

Naval Attaches of Great Britain and 
other countries were present at the launch, 
which took place at 11.50. No fewer than 
56,000 tickets had been issued to admit 
spectators.to the shipyard, and thousands 
of visitors poured into Kiel from all parts 
of Germany. . 

The entire German Fleet mustered in 
the naval yard for the ceremony, and, in 
conjunction with the coastal batteries, 
thundered a salute on the arrival of the 
train bearing President von Hindenburg. 

The President, on arrival at Kie! 
Station, proceeded by car through densely 
crowded streets to the shipyard, where 
hé was greeted by Chancellor Bruening, 
Herr Groener, Minister of Defence; Ad- 
miral Raeder, the Chief of the Naval 
Staff, and: others. 


PEACE-LOVING GERMANY. 


“ What our proud Fleet once signified, 
when a rich, and.free people created it, 
is unforgettable,” declared Dr. Bruening 
in the course of his speech. ‘To-day we 
are poor, but we know that the same 
loyalty to duty, the same courage, and 
the same inventive genius will bring our 
Fleet to high efficiency within the limits 
of treaties, which we are loyally ful- 
filling.’’ 

After Germany’s defeat, he continued, 
her elemental right to self-defence was so 
one-sidedly restricted that many people 
might have thought the German nation 
would regard it as useless to make any 
sacrifices at all for that right. But the 
nation had now shown the world that 
despite the restrictions imposed upon it, 
and ‘despite the severe economic distress 
it had found the strength to safeguard 
peace and to protect its honour. 

The suffering which Germany haa 
undergone in the past few years had not 
changed the character of her people, which 
was peace-loving, but proud and sensitive, 
and despite all distress and privation the 
German nation would make any sacrifice 
for its honour, and for the ideal of. jus- 
tice for the nations of thé world. 

He did not believe that any real lover 
of peace im the world could be disturbed 
by that launching ceremony at a time 
when the German Foreign Minister was 
at Geweva working for the high ims of 
world peace and European tna 


ing. 


IN EUROPE’S INTERESTS. 


He added: “It is natural that we 
should do our best to guarantee our people 
that little safety which the. treaties leave 
us, and this, too, is in the interests of 
Europe and the world.’’ 

In his speech naming the vessel Pres!- 
dent von Hindenburg said: “And now 
glide down into your element and join 
the ocean. Do your duty there. May it 
be to give proof of German work and 
German efficiency, and to protect the 
Fatherland. Always keep our flag clean 
and high in honour. Then you will be 
worthy of the name which I give you— 
Deutschland—‘ Germany.’ ”’ 

A salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
by the assembled warships as the vessel 
took the water. 

The vessel is capable of a speed of 
twenty-six knots, and of cruising for 
18,000 miles. She seems to combine the 
fighting powers of a battleship with the 
speed of a cruiser. Great secrecy has been 
preserved regarding her armour plating, 
but her arms comprise six ll-inch guns. 
eight 5-inch guns, four 3.46 anti-aircraft 
guns and six torpedo tubes. The ship is 
driven by feather-weight Diese] engines of 
secret design. According to Germany's 
present plans, three more Deutschlands 
are to be built before 1936.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—The debate and the division on 
the second reading of the Finance Bill 
yesterday afforded a melancholy proo 
that the breathing space which Mr. 
Snowden claimed to have secured for 
industrial recovery has, in fact, been 
spent in political mancuvring. .The 
Liberals who supported the bill in the 
division lobby did so in spite of the fact 
that Sir John Simon had stripped the 
proposal to tax land values of the last 
vestiges of its alleged appeal to their 
traditional principles. Socialists who 
voted for it have shown by their poor 


ing of the Budget that they are not even 
interested in the economic justification of 
the proposals. 

The political manceuvre becomes, indeed, 
more clearly the most important part of 
the Budget with every new revelation of 
the details of the land values duty. When 
the Budget proposals were first disclosed 
the precise character of that duty was 
unknown, and the Budget, in Mr. 
Chamberlain’s. admission, was greeted 
with a feeling of relief. After vesterday’s 
debate such a favourable verdict can no 
longer be sustained. 


A MAKESHIFT. 


The Budget was never better than a 
makeshift, justifiable only if the Govern- 
ment were determined, and if industry 
were allowed to act, as Mr. Snowden’s 
solemn warning of disaster ahead dictated 
that they should act. It was «always 
clear that if borrowing for unemployment 
benefit were taken into account, the sink- 
ing fund would be practicaHy obliterated, 
and the Budget only just balance, without 
anv.real repayinent of debt. 

Yesterday's debate showed how fully the 
proposal to impose a tax on land values 
will contribute its. share to that destruc- 
tion of industrial confidence, which,. in 
turn, must destroy the Budget. Liberals, 


in particular, must once again be face 
with the question, whether they really 
think that nation»! stabilitv will be well 
lost for the sake of a political alliance.

THE HUMAN SITUATION TO-DAY 


—T——— 


Church. We all know what happened. I 
need not recount the story, but I feel that 
the whole question is so important that it 
demands some mention. I may venture to 
say that the movement began among the 
bishops, where, indeed, it ought to begin ; 
for it is their part to take counsel for the 
welfare of the whole Church. For some 
time it was being felt that it seemed an 
improper division of work that some 
bishops in the South and West of the 
country should have within their adminis- 
tration the care of comparatively small 
numbers, while nearly half the whole of: 
our Church population should be in one 
united diocese in the North-East, with but 
one bishop to control the organised life of 
their community. 

At first the solution which was put for- 
ward for this probiem was the re-arrange- 
ment of Southern dioceses, so as to set free 
one bishop and transfer his activities to 
the North. As time went on and this pro- 
posal was considered, we all came to realise 
that any change of this kind would inflict 
a real injury on the thinly-peopled dis- 
tricts in the South and West. In these 
areas the bishop creates a centre, round 
which our people gather, and thus per- 
forms a function of incalculable value. 
Having visited most of these centres in 
recent years | can testify to the truth and 
importance of this. The bishops came to a 
unanimous decision that they could not 
advise a reduction in their number in the 
South ; but in their judgment the need of 
increased episcopal supervision in the 
North-East remained as urgent as ever. 
Then the financial advisers of the Church 
in the Representative Body found that it 
might be possible to provide the income of 
an additional bishop from the central 
funds of the Church ; and so it seemed that 
the problem was in the way of solution. 


AN EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
Now, why, I ask, did the bishops hold 


that the first onward step towards dealing 
with the great problems of the Church in 
North-East Ireland should be the creation 
of an additional See—the appointment of 
an additional bishop? For the very simple 
reason that we happen to belong to an 
Episcopal Church. In all ages of the 
Church's history, when a new forward step 
had to be taken, a bishop was appointed 
for leadership. When St. Patrick came to 
[reland he came as a missionary bishop. 
When the Uganda Mission began to take 
shape a bishop was appointed for leader- 
ship. The names of Hannington and 
Tucker cannot be separated from the 
splendid growth of the Church in Uganda. 
The President then referred to the enor- 
mous amount of work attached to the 
of Down and Connor and 
Dromore, which contained nearly half the:

THE COMING OF ST. PATRICK. 


There were two other subjects on which

COMMONS BAN ON 
LOTTERIES, 


SIR W. DAVISON'S 
APPEAL. 


LEAVE 'TO INTRODUCE 
BILL REFUSED. “—. 


Y a majority of 123 vctes the House 
B of Commons vesterday refused leave 
to introduce a bill to authorise the raising 
of money for hospitals by means ol 
Jotteries. i 

Sir William Davison (Conservative, 
Kensington), in asking leave to introduce 
the bill, said that it was a short permis- 
sive measure, which left the general law 
as it stood.. It proposed that,. natwith- 
standing anything in the existing Act, a 
lottery might be held, under regulations 
to be approved by the Home Secretary, 
for the benefit of British hospitals, some- 
what on the lines of the Irish Free State 
lotteries, but with regulations improved as 
the result of experience. He contended 
that there was nothing inherently vicious 
in the idea of a lottery, and that it was 
bad for the eountry to have the law 
broken, as at present, by all classes, with 
general approval. Why should not the 
hospitals .derive benefit from citizens 
having—as they would have, in any case 
—an innocent flutter? (Cheers and 
laughter. ) 


APPLICATION OPPOSED. 

Mr. Foot (Liberal, Bodmin) opposed the 
application. This, he said, was not a bill 
to straightenout the law, but one to 
secure a verdict from the House before the 
evidence had been given. He was sur- 

rised at the temerity of Sir William 
Javison in referring to lotteries having 
taken place in this country, in view of the 
scathing report of a Select Committee of 
the House of Commons 100 years ago, 
which led to the abolition of 
That report described lotteries as perni- 
cious and as leading to a catalogue of 
erime—which opinion had been con- 
firmed every time an inquiry had been 
held into this matter in 
years.

MAYFAIR FETE SUCCESS. 


Soldiers' “and. Sailors’).Help Society, 
Irish Branch}.was;held at 12 Merrion 
gquare, Dublin, yesterd@y, the Earl of Meath, 
President, in the chair... Pe, 
In the thirty-first-annual#eport, which was 
read by the hon. geperf&i secretary to the 
Council, Mrs. J. Fetherstonhaugh, O.B.E., 
it was stated with regret that for the first 
time since the ‘Irish branch was established 
by Countess Cadogan during the Boer War 
the Society was in -debt to the bank at the 
“ of the year. This was exclusive of the 


‘money received “for the Christmas appeal, 


which was earmarked fer eda); blankets and 


‘dinner tickets, and which could not be used 


for the ordinary purposes of the Society. 

During 1930 the sum of £1,547 12s. 2d. was 
-eceived from subscriptions, donations, sales 
and entertainments. This reflected great 
credit on the loyal mee and sympathisers, 
considering that “the Society relied entirely 
on its own efforts and did not participate: in 
any, collection made by other ex-Service 
men’s organisations. “The sum of £1,320 11s. 
was expended in religf* through the Dublin 
office. Reports from county representatives 
brought the total: vélief granted in the year 
to 123 7s.

Apart from cash grants in cases of illness, 
the Society during the “féar paid arrears of

occupations. Thirty-two funerals were paid 
for, and but for the Society these old 
soldiers would have had a pauper’s funeral. 
The. last Crimeatftveteran on the books of the 
Society was providéd with a decent burial. 

Among ‘the cagés assisted were, men who 
e Expedition, 1882; the 
Chitral, Tirah, Indian Frontier and Black 
Mountain and Boer War campaigns. 

SOCIETY’S AIM.

THE ROYAL PROCESSION. 

As the King and Queen, with the 
members of their family, walked in stately 
propenen from the diningroom to the 
allroom, the Lord Chamberlain, in the 
uniform of his office, and officials of his 
department, walking backwards, preceded 
Their Majesties. When the procession 
reached the entrance to the great room 
the National Anthem was played, and out 
in the Palace quadrangle the Band of the 
Guard of Honour played the anthem 
simultaneously. . 

Members of the Diplomatic Corps were 
conspicuous among the eight hundréd 
guests, but the familiar figure of the 
Marquess’ Merry del Val, the former 
Spanish Ambassador, was missing. His 
lace as doyen of the corps was taken by 
M. de Fleuriau, the French Ambassador. 
Yeomen of the King’s Bodyguard, their 
pointed steel, halberds and their bearded 
faces under their flat Tudor caps of black 
velvet giving an historic touch to the 
scene, and meinbers of the Honourable 
Corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms, in their 
scarlet uniforms, were on duty on the 
grand staircase and in the State apart- 

ments. : 
THE PRESENTATIONS. 

The Lord Chamberlain announced one 
by one the names of those to be pre- 
sented to the King and Queen, and 
each débutante walked slowly forward, 
curtseyed to the King and then to the 
Queen, and passed on to the supper rooms. 
As usual; the King and Queen sat 
throughout the presentations. For two 
hours the presentations continued, and it 
was not until half-past eleven that the 
last débufante had made her obeisance. 

A beautiful débutante wept in the “ail 
while she was waiting in a car before 
presentation, She was sitting laughing 
and chatting with her companions when 
one of the three feathers in her hair, 
which fashion decrees all débutantes must 
wear, caught in a projection in the roof of 
the car, and in a second the elaborate 
coiffure was ruined and the feathers hung 
over one ear. Aided by her companions 
and by the comments of sympathetic 
watchers by the roadside, the débutante 
began to rearrange the feathers. After 
several efforts the result was no better, 
and then it was that she burst into tears. 
In the end, however, the damage was 
repaired, and, powdering her nose, the 
débutante settled herself once more to wait 
for the great moment when she would 
curtsey to the King and Queen. 


GREAT CROWDS IN THE STREETS. 

For hours before the Court commenced 
cars began to queue up in the Mall. With 
them came the crowd. The St. James s 
Park side became as crowded as a fair- 
ground. Women with babies in their 
arms, richly-dressed women and shop girls 
apparently straight from work, and also 
men, jostled each other in their efforts 
to see the occupants of the cars. 

At the Buckingham Palace end of the 
Mall the press of people was so great that 
several women in the crowd fainted and 
hall to be carried away by the police.

WHAT TRINITY STANDS FOR. 

In. the absence of Lord Merrivale, P.U., 
K.C., the toast of “ rie Géliege, Dublin,” 
was proposed by Master W. Va 
who recalled that his father was atone, time 
Professor of Astronomy át Dublin University. 

‘In those days,” he sard, ‘“Aastronomy was 


part of ihe currieulum for undergraduates, and. 


my father usedéto have classes of students at 
Dahlin University. (Hear, hear.) I can re- 
member as a child ing the students afrive, 


and’ watching them ‘at Yunch, And helping to’ 


the fragments that remained 

I have met many of those stu- 
dents since. They have forgottén all about 
astronomy, but they have remembered the 
kindly hospitality of my father. (Laughter 
and appfause.) 

‘‘Having been brought up at the Univer- 
sity of Dublin, my father sent me to an 
English school—(langhter and cries of 
‘‘Shame’’)—so that I might get a nice Eng 
lish accent. He sent me to the only school 
where food and education are not treated as 
extras—(laughter)—and after that he sent 
me to Trinity. (Applause.) ) 

‘* What does Trinity stand for? It has pro- 
duced, is producing, and will continue to 
produce, a race of scholars that are a credit 
to any University in the world.” (Applatae.; 

Coupling with his toast Dr. E. J. Gwynn, 
Provost, Master Ball said—‘*‘ He has main- 
tained, and is still maintaining, the great atid 
honourable traditions of our University, 
which is, and will remain, the leading educa- 
tional establishment in Ireland. I am cuite 
sure that his career at the University will be 
crowned with honour and glory.”’ 


THE CALL OF THE ‘*‘ SWEEP.’’ 
Responding, Dr. E..J. Gwynne, Provost, said : 
“I think that institutions like this dining 
club are most admirable as giving Trinity 
men an opportunity of coming together and 
consoling themselves for their exile from 
their native land. Their example had been 
copied, and there were:similar clubs in other 
parts of the world,-and on Trinity night, as 
Provost, he received telegrams from places 
like Nairobi and Singapore, and he did not 
know what places where Trinity men 
gathered and drank the old toast. (Ap- 
plause.) Lately they had founded a cen- 
tral association in the College itself, which 
did not supersede a club like theirs, but was 
intended to bind all Trinity men together. 
They had rooms, and he wondered whether 
it had occurred to their club that a room 
might serve a ré/e to numerous Trinity men 
who passed through London. (Hear, hear.) 

‘It would give them an opportunity to 
meet each other. You might also have a 
wireless set in communication with Dublin 
and 2RN.”’ (Hear, hear.) Ireland was 
somewhat neglected—ignored, perhaps—in 
the London Press, but he had noticed 
that recently the Free State had managed 
to attract attention of the London Press. 
(Laughter.) ‘‘ That Press, which has not 
shown much interest in our politics, our art 
or our literature,’’ Dr. Gwynn said, ‘has

(J.aughter.) 


[Tresponded to the call of the Irish. ‘ sweep.” 


(Laughter.) That is, of course, the question 


‘of the hour with us, and I should say that a 


great many Englishmen. take an interest in 
our hospitals, if I may judge from my own 
correspondence. It comes from all sorts of 
people I do not remember, and, after all 
sorts of reference, ends with the request 
that I should invest the enclosed 10s. note.’’ 
(Laughter. ) 


FREE STATE PROSPERITY. 

Dr. Gwynn referred to the loss of Lord 
Glenavy, late Vice-Chancellor, a at Irish- 
man and a great son of Trinity, .. Perhaps 
the best test of how Trinity College was doin 
was numbers, which not only stood as high 
as ever they did, but higher. 

““ That has something to do with the 
prosperity of the Irish Free State.” Dr. 
Gwynn said. ‘‘ To find -the Irish Free State 
one of the most prosperous Stateg in Europe 
seems something like a paradox,’ but it can- 
not be challenged.”” (Applause.) 


THE SERVICES. 

Proposing ‘‘The Services,” Sir Joseph 
Nunan, K.C., LU.D., recalled that during the 
war General Sir Hubert Gough, with whose 
name he ccupled his toast, was éómpelled to 
extend his line for 28 miles to 42 at a time 
when fresh German troops, with special train- 
ing, were trying to bréak ihratigh. The line 
which went back, and then held included the 
16th Irish Division. His brother in the 
Second Munster Fusiliers was ene ofthe few 
officers who went through that period, when 
casualties were so heavy. | 

“I, was due to that army,”’ he said “ that, 
we are here now, and that British civilisation, 
as we know it, stirvived.”’ 

Responding, Géneral Sir Hubert Gough, 
G.C.M.G., K.C.B., K.C.V:0., seid that the 
Trish had very often been divided by cleavage, 
but he thought that there is not so great a 
fence between them as there used to be. The 
war, he said, if it taught me nothing else did 
teach me that we Irishmen could .all hang 
together; and, in fact, in my own experience 
it was so, because in two great hattles both 
North and South Irish Divisions fought urder 
my orders, side by side. : 


DEAN INGE AND TRINITY. 

Proposing. the other Universtities the Right 
Hon. Sir Thomas Moiony, Bart., said that he 
had in the last six months delivered addresses 
both at Oxford and Cambridge Universities, 
and he was rather struck*by the fact that all 
the strength and all the beauty,: and all the 
manliness of youth prevailed: in both those 
institutions at the present, moment. 

Responding, Dean Inge recalled that the 
Archbishop of Dublin im the reign of Henry 
VIII. was a namesake of his, and a rather 
notable ecclesiastic. .. .-. 

There was laughter when he added: Arch- 
bishops in these days were not supposed to 
leave families. Whatever may happen in the 
world of politics, Dean Inge went on, the 
friendship of the world of scholars arid letters 
remains unbroken. All the universities age 
able to appreciate and admire each other, and 
are always delighted when án opportunity is 
given to them to show their feelings towards 
the university which is not. their owm, and, I 
do assure you, speaking especially for Oxford 
and Cambridge, I think that we all feel that 
our debt to Trinity College, Dublin, is one 
that cannot be over-estimated, and we shall 
always continue to view with reverence the 
great scholars and the great theologians that 
Trinity College has produced. ' 

Proposing ''The Chairman,” Colonel G. W. 
Brazier-Creagh, C.B., C.M.G., said that the 
Earl of Iveagh is not only illustrious, but a 
benefactor to our University, to Ireland in 
general, and also to the whole world. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

Responding. Lord Iveagh said thet, while 
hé was not a Trinity man, all his predecessors

FINANCE BILL. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
REJECTION MOTION. 


GOVERNMENT. -CARRIES 
SECOND }READING.

HE debate on the second reading of the 
I Finance Bill in the House of Commons 


today was opened by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlaiii, who moved as an amend- 
ment :— 

“That this Howse declines to give a 
second reading to a bill which fails to pro- 
vide the resources necessary: to balance the 
Budget, inflicts grave hardship and — Wm 
justice on a selected class of income tax 
payer, and introduces a new tax on one par- 
ticular form of capital, thereby destroying 
confidénce in all transactions ‘in land, im- 
posing fresh burdens on industry, commerce 
and educational establishments, jeopardising 
the development of housing estates, threaten- 
ing both the amenities of the countryside 
and the existence of sports and playing 
fields, and increasing the already over- 
whelming. amount of unemployment in the 
country. ' : 

The most urgent eonsideration before the 
House, he said, was the general financial 
aspect of the Budget and the failure 
of the Finance Bill to provide the re- 
pcurces necessary to secure a balance. 
the “hancellor had estimated fer a normal 
surplus of £134,000, and already, before a 
single supplementary estimate bad been 
introduced, thev were told that the cost of 
valuation of hand, which would come within 
this year’s finance, would amount to between 
£300,000 and £400,000. . The surplus, there- 
fore, had already’ been converted into*a 
deficit. 

DANGEROUSLY OPTIMISTIC. 

Apart from that, Mr. Snowden’s estimates 
were dangerously. optimistic. There was a 
conspiracy of silence on the Treasury bench 
as to what thev intended to do about the 
Unemplovment Insurance Fund. The alterna- 
tive to borrowing was a further contribution 
from the Exchequer, and the bill made no 
rovision for that. In regard to the land 
ott it would bear most heavily on thousands 
of people who had invested their savings in 
frevchold property. The bill, in its present 
form, was an absurditv. Taxes that were to 
come into force in 1933 were to be based on 
a valuation made in 1931. Long before the 
tax came into operation the valuation would 
be completely out of date, and that would 
occur in an aggravated form in the subse- 
quent valuation, five years hence. 


FULL OF ANOMALIES. 

The bill, from heginning to end, plainly 
showed that it had never teen thought out. 
Jt was full of anomalies, one of the most 
striking of ‘which was that proposal which 
spared the dead by exempting churchyards. 
and struck at the living by the taxation of 
land used for their recreation and health. 
More and more, it was becoming evident that 
the real object of the Labour Party was the 
nationatisation of the land by taxation, but 
most honourable members opposite had not 
the courage to say so. 


MR. GRAHAM’S 
DEFENCE.

MINIMUM OF 
CHANGE, 


Graham, President of the 
Board of Trade, described the Conservative 
amendment as a mixed grill. Dealing with 
Mr. Chamberiain’s complaint that there was 
a jack of provision in the Budget for the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund Debt, he said 
that. if the House recognised that the fund 
was unable to meet the debt, 1t would pass 
cutomatically as a burden on the Exchequer. 
But that situation had not yet arisen. What- 
ever plan was devised, it must be related to a 
scheme which would place the ordinary 
administration of the fund upon a sound 
actuarial basis. | 
In regard to the land value taxation, while 
the Government would not accept any 
weakening of their scheme, they would give 
sympathetic consideration to any proposal ior 
strengthening it. It made the minimum of 
change, and it maintained existing conditions 
without real hardship to any section of the 
community.

THE CHURCH IN CANADA. 


IMPORTANCE OF MISSION 
WORK. 


The importance of Church work in Canada 
was explained by the Rev. G. Williams, for- 
merly of Winnipeg, in a lantern lecture last 
night at the Diocesan Hall, Upper Baggot 
street, 
Irish Auxiliary -of the Colonial 
tinental Church Society. 

The lecturer said that in the larger cities 
of Canada and in the more settled country- 
side, among the older settlements, the 
churches were well organised, meeting their 
obligations, and then perhaps reaching out 
a little further to help less established areas. 
In addition to this, the Church had a definite 
foreign missionary work in its own borders, 
where work once undertaken by the Charch 
Mission Society among the Indians and 
Eskimos was now done by the Canadian 
Church, He added that the great majority 
of Indtans were Christians now; indeed, 
members of their own Church. 


Going on to point out that a great deal of | 


the fishing:on the Pacific coast- was done by 
Japanese, he said that the Church there had 
missions staffed by native workers and 
superintended by returned missionaries, who 
were a charge upon the Church in Canada. 
This was a most important work, for if the 
centre of civilisation shifted to the Pacific, 
upon the success of their efforts among these 
Oriental peoples might depend the safety of 
the world. 

The lecturer emphasised that their work 
around the Pacific basin consisted of win- 
ning the Japancse and Chinese and holding 
Australia and Canada, 

The Archdeacon of Derry, who presided, 
said that there were 68,000 Orientals in 
Canada, and, therefore, their witness in 
Canada might have a tiemendous influence 
on the East.

Insurance Association to meet representatives 
of the Guild. He stated that some of their 
impatient critics might consider the recital of 
their long campaign to be a record of failure. 
It might be so, but the failure was not on 
the part of the Guild. Was it failure to 
have spent many years in pursuing their ideal 
of co-operation and amicable discussion be- 
tween managements and staffs? The respon- 
sibility for failure lay at the door of thbse 
managements who had refused to accept the 
friendly overtures of the Guild. It lay with 
those who had failed to realise that they 
were living in an age of collective effort, and 
that the individualistic methods which might 
have worked in th2 nineteenth century were 
ont of date in this year of grace. 

The General Secretary, Mr. H. Bernard 
Grieve, submitted a report on recognition, 
during which he referred to a meeting with 
insurance Members of Parliament, under the 
chairmanship of Sir Robert Horne, in the 
House of Commons. The subject of recog- 
nition was discussed at the meeting, and, 
although Sir Robert Horne did not feel dis- 
posed to commit himself, he declared himself 
steeped in ‘“‘ Whitleyism.”’ Mr. Grieve stated 
that the Guild was not hostile to the 
managements, but was determined that it 
should be received as the mouthpiece of the 


staffs. 


QUESTION OF RECOGNITION. 
Under this heading, the National Chairman 
then moved a resolution—which was carried— 
to the effect that the conference learned, with 
regret, that the managements of the leading 
composite offices had not responded to the 
many invitations made during the past twelve 
vears by the Guild Executive to discuss with 
them the questions of staff organisation and 
recognition of the Guild, and intimating that 
the time had arrived to use other methods to 
obtain the recognition to which the Guild 
was lawfully FA, “m 

An interesting discussion took place on 
the cost of living index figures, published by 
the Board of Trade, which, it was felt, did 
not apply to middle-class workers. A desire 
was expressed for the publication of separate 
figures based on the normal expenditure of 
clerical and professional workers. 

Under a resolution entitled “ Parliamen- 
tary lRepresentation,’’ London urged that, 
in order to cope with an Achar co effect 
which might accrue from the committee re- 
cently set up by Mr. Snowden, a Guild sub- 
committee should be formed to inquire into 
the law and practice of industrial insurance. 

On the subject of nationalisation, the con- 
ference expressed its strong opposition to the 
proposed legislation outlined in the draft bill 
on workmen’s compensation, sponsored by 
the Labour Party, as it was thought that it 
might prove prejudicial to the interests of 
the staffs. 

Several other matters were dealt with, in- 
cluding the insurance unemployment scheme 
and the C.I.I. examinations. 

An animated discussion took place on an 
emergency resolution moved by the women’s 
conference, asking for equal treatment and 
status for women. Mrs. Godfrey, women’s 
organiser of the Guild, said that the present 
situation m industry, giving as it did pre- 
ferential treatment to men, was both unfair 
and dangerous. It failed to recognise that 
equal pay and opportunity should be given 
for equal ability. 1t was dangerous, inas- 
much as if men allowed women to be rele- 
gated to lower rates of pay they were en- 
dangering their own wage levels. Various 
objections were raised by other speakers—to 
the effect that men, in view of marital and 
other responsibilities, must, in an economic 
sense, obtain recognition for their responsi- 
bilities. The resolution, as moved by Mrs. 
Godfrey, was carried, with three dissentients.

It was a fine day, if a little cold inthe 
wind. The going was excellent—slightly on 
the firm side in places—and everything was” 
in favour of Mr. Marna! Field’s colt, whose 
owner, Just arrived from the United States, 
had come to see him run. He carried quite 
a good, bloom on his coat, but looked a trifle 
light in his middle’ piece. Still, he was 
seemingly well, considering his set-back a 
few weeks ago. . 

I am afraid, however, that his well-being 
was only superficial, for he ran a very list- 
less horse. There were only four runners, 
and odds of 6 to 4 were laid on Doctor Do- 
little, while Jacopo was a 13 fo 8 chance. 

It was not a good start,*for London Wall 
refused to leave until the others were well 
into their stride... Donoghue, on Doctor 
Dolittle, began by poachigz a geod lead fram 
Jacopo, which he soon. extended to ten 
lengths. 7 | 
HOW THEY RAN. 

They ran pretty well all the way with this 
interval between the Derby colts. Donoghue 
did not even bother to make it a good gallop; 
and when Childs found that Jacopo was not 
going well under him he did not press the 
colt. Doctor Dolittle had noting to do 
except canter in front, and he won withopt 
ever being extended. 

Jacopo did not blow very much when he 
came .-back, but he was _ listless. M is 
obvious that he is not at present 
capable of any great _ effort. His 
owner and trainer were frankly disappointed, 
but I am afraid the situation has to be 
accepted that Jacopo is nothing like the colt 
he was a few wel ago. The failure was 
too complete to make it possible to offer any 
excuse, except that Jacopo’s ailment has for 
the time taken toll of his constitution. Cap- 
tain Boyd-Rochfort can still cherish a hope 
of winning the Derby, for he has a sound 
second string in Sir Andrew. 

It: is likely that Doctor Dolittle will now 
see a shorter price, and Mr. Persse seems to 
have a better chance of winning the Derby 
with Mr. Arthur Basset’s son of Abbots 
Trace than he has had for some years. At 
any rate, he will this time be taking a colt 
to Epsom with every hope that he will stay 
the course. 

HIS DERBY CHANCE. 

Doctor Dolittle does not show the same fine 
quality as Jacopo, but there is not much 
fault to be found with him. In point of 
fact, he had so little to do to-day that the 
race did not tell us much more about him 
than we knew already; but I still think he 
has a splendid each-way chance in the Derby. 

We had a much more exciting race for the 
Flying Dutchman Welter Handicap, in which 
the favourite, Cat o' Nine Tails, dead-heated 
with the 100 to 8 chance, Sir George Noble's 
Pictoralas, a six year-old by Gainsborough, 
whom Lord George Dundas trains. Lt.-Col. 
Carruthers, who manages Cat o' Nine Tails 
for his wife, had the Beresford colt ridden 
right out in the Jubilee, for which he was 
not fancied, and he finished third to Race- 
dale and Christopher Robin, 

A GREAT CHANCE. 

This seemed to give him a great chance 
here, but he is a thoronghlyv exposed horse, 
and the handicapper, Mr. Bulteel, had got 
him in bis right place in the scale to make a 
dead-heat elose'home after Pal o' Mine, who 
failed to stay, had shown up prominently, as 
finished third. 
Alcester had too much to do, but was also 
unlucky in heing boxed in on the straight.

DUNLOPS AND TENNIS RACKETS, 

A party of journalists paid a visit to the 
Dunlop Sports Company’s tennis. racket 
factory at Waltham Abbey yesterday to 
inspect the machinery, specially designed and 
capable of turning out 125.000 rackets a year. 
One and a half thousand miles of gut and 
binding are used annually, and every racket, 
regardless of its grade or quality, is examined 
by five inspectors during its manufacture. 
No racket sold is under twelve months old, 
and many are stored and seasoned for two 
years. Although machinery has been applied 
to certain parts of the work a racket cannot 
be turned out entirely machine-made, like a 
razor-blade or a pair of scissors. There are 
many operations in which human judgment 


and skill are required. Every racket must 
be weighed, for example, and it should he 
slightly heavier in the handle than in the 
frame. Although the weighing is done on 
scales, the workmen can feel at once from 
long experience whether a racket is baab 
| balanced or not. If it is not a small wedge 
‘of wood is inserted in the handle. The 
' weight of a racket must be exact to a quarter 
‘of an ounce.
